States are bracing for plummeting 
high school graduation rates as 
districts nationwide dump flawed 
measurement formulas that often 
undercounted dropouts and pro- 
duced inflated results. 

Education wonks long have 
suspected the statistics used by 
some people to determine how 
their neighborhood high school 
is faring — or even where to buy a 
house — can be figured using var- 
ious formulas that produce wildly 
different results. 


By the Numbers 

All but two states— Idaho and 
Kentucky, which need more time to 
develop student tracking systems 
—will start submitting the new 
numbers starting late this summer. 
States that converted to the new 
formula already have seen drops 
ranging from modest to massive. 
Michigan had a nearly 10-percent- 
age-point fall when it switched in 
2007. About half of states are not yet 
using the new calculation, (ap) 


Now, many states are facing 
a sobering reset: Some could see 
numbers fall by as many as 20 per- 
centage points. 

Liz Utrup, a spokeswoman for 


the U.S. Education Department, 
said graduation rate numbers will 
soon appear to decrease “across the 
board” as states move to a uniform 
calculation that requires them to 
track each student individually, giv- 
ing a more accurate count of how 
many actually finish high school. 

“Through this uniform method, 
states are raising the bar on data 
standards, and simply being more 
honest,” U.S. Secretary of Educa- 
tion Arne Duncan said. 

Most states are required to 
convert to the new calculation 
this year, but the number won’t 
count as part of federal No Child 
Left Behind benchmarks until the 
2012-13 school year. Schools that 
consistently miss those measures 
face sanctions, (ap)

Urged To Return 

Ghulam Haider Hamidi, the mayor of Kan- 
dahar who was killed Wednesday, fled Af- 
ghanistan three decades ago and settled 
in Northern Virginia and raised seven chil- 
dren with his wife. His daughter Rangina re- 
turned to Afghanistan to work on women’s 
projects and urged her father to join her. 
“None of my relatives wanted me to move 
back here, but Rangina said, ‘Dad, please 
come. If you die from a car accident in the 
States or a bomb in Afghanistan, what’s 
the difference?

The mayor of Kandahar was killed 
in a suicide attack Wednesday in 
the southern Afghan city, officials 
said, the latest victim in a wave 
of assassinations of high-profile 
Afghan government officials. 

Ghulam Haider Hamidi, an 
ally of President Hamid Karzai’s 
family, was killed in Kandahar 
city when a suicide bomber set 
off explosives in his turban, said 
a spokesman for Kandahar’s pro- 
vincial governor. 

The Islamist Taliban movement 
claimed responsibility for Hamidi’s 
killing. Hamidi, 65, had earned a 
good reputation for his campaign 
against corruption, embezzle- 
ment and the seizure of govern- 
ment plots in Kandahar province, 
where tribal rivalry is rampant and 
Taliban-led insurgents maintain a 
stronghold. 

On Wednesday, demonstrators 


were protesting outside the may- 
or’s office after two children were 
killed Tuesday when bulldozers 
razed houses built illegally in the 
Loye Weyala area of the city. 

The mayor was leaving to meet 
with Loye Weyala elders about the 
incident when the bomber struck, 
police said. 

U.S. Ambassador Ryan Crock- 
er condemned the attack and said 
that it was indicative of the chal- 
lenges ahead in Afghanistan.

“I may have 
made 50 or 100 enemies, but I am 
making 800,000 people happy.”

PM: Deadly violence 
will not cause nation 
to restrict freedom 

Oslo, Norway 

Five days after an attacker incensed 
by Norway’s culture of tolerance 
horrified the world, Prime Minis- 
ter Jens Stoltenberg on Wednesday 
issued a quiet call of defiance to his 
countrymen: Make Norway even 
more open and accepting. 

“The Norwegian response to 
violence is more democracy, more 
openness and greater political par- 
ticipation,” Stoltenberg insisted at 
a news conference. 

His promise in the face of twin 


attacks on Friday that killed 76 peo- 
ple signaled a contrast to the U.S. 
response after 9/11, when Washing- 
ton gave more leeway to perform 
wiretaps and to search records. 


It reflects the difference 
between the countries’ approach- 
es to terrorism: The U.S. has been 
frustrated by what it considers 
Scandinavia’s lack of aggressive 


investigation and arrests. 

Stoltenberg defended the right 
to speak freely — even if it includes 
such extremist views as those held 
by Anders Behring Breivik, the 
32-year-old Norwegian who has 
confessed to bombing Oslo’s gov- 
ernment quarter and slaughtering 
dozens at a youth camp, claiming 
they were necessary to fight what 
he called Muslim colonization. 

‘What is not legitimate is to try to 
implement those extreme views by 
using violence,” Stoltenberg said. 

Stoltenberg said an independent 
panel will be formed to investigate 
the attacks. Parliament said it is 
willing to help pay for funerals, and 
a monument will be built to com- 
memorate the victims, (ap)

A group of young black profession- 
als have gathered for happy hour at 
the Uniontown Bar and Grill, the first 
new sit-down restaurant that serves 
alcohol to open in historic Anacostia 
in decades. Over spinach-strawber- 
ry salad, sweet potato fries and white 
wine, they share plans to plant vegeta- 
bles in abandoned lots — “Can’t a sis- 
ter get a fresh tomato?” — and buzz 
about the Historic Housing Grants 
that have allowed neighborhood resi- 
dents to repair the porches and roof of 
their Victorian and Queen Anne hous- 
es. Then the conversation turns to a 


topic that always unleashes drama: 
Just who is a gentrifier? 

“I used to think it was about race — 
when white people moved into a black 
neighborhood,” said lawyer Charles 
Wilson, 35 , president of the Historic 
Anacostia Block Association. “Then, 
I looked up the word. It’s when a mid- 
dle-class person moves into a poor 
neighborhood, and I realized, I am a 
gentrifier. I couldn’t believe it. I don’t 
like that word. It makes so many peo- 
ple uncomfortable. The g-word.” 

“Actually, I thought it was if you see 
a white guy in Anacostia, listening to 
an iPod, jogging or walking a dog!” 
joked Sariane Leigh.

It’s an attempt to boost the pride 
of the area’s young people, who 
are often portrayed negatively as 
residents of Southeast. The ad- 
ministrator at Dunbar High School 
in Northwest used to live in a Falls 
Church high-rise. But she fell in 
love when she saw the tree-lined 
streets and bungalows of historic 
Anacostia. “This is not a ‘sit, chill 
and relax and just enjoy’ kind of 
neighborhood. This isa neighbor- 
hood of doers,’’ she said, (twp) 


The friends collapse into laughter 
and eventually agree not to use the 
g-word. At least for one night. 

There are small and long-standing 
middle-class black enclaves in pockets 
of wards 7 and 8. These young people 
— a children’s book author, an Oberlin 
graduate who went to Banneker High 
School, a yoga instructor and an activ- 
ist — are community leaders in a pock- 
et of Washington where black profes- 
sionals are the new arrivals. 

Many of them could afford the row- 
houses of nearby Capitol Hill or the con- 
dos of U Street or Adams Morgan. But 
they all chose to live in Ward 8, once a 
neighborhood synonymous with pover- 
ty, drugs and violence — but one whose 
skyline is slowly changing, pierced by 
rising office projects, condos and bur- 
geoning retail. 

They prefer to live east of the river, 
they say, because they feel at home in the 
black community and because they take 
pride in living near historic sites such as 
the Frederick Douglass house. 

Although gentrification in much of 
the city means an influx of young white 
professionals, in communities east of the 
river it’s overwhelmingly young black 
professionals who are moving in — or, 
in some cases, moving back. The streets 
of Anacostia are slowly — storefront by 
storefront — looking more like an old- 
fashioned American Main Street. 

Over the past decade, two grocery 
stores, six banks, a 635000-square-foot 
office building, an International House 
of Pancakes and a small Thai eatery 
have opened inw wards 7 and 8, said 
Butch Hopkins, president of the non- 
profit Anacostia Development Corp. 

But many longtime residents say all 
the changes intimidate them. They need 
jobs and better low-income housing, 
they say, not luxury housing or office 
space. One “For Sale” sign in historic 
Anacostia is scrawled with the words, 
“No Whites,” which, Hopkins says, “only 
means residents fear being pushed out of 
their homes,” by, yes, the g-word again.

Bethesda To Get New Escalators 


System wiLL replace 
— instead of repair — 
3 lifts at Md. station 


Metro 

When you’re spending more than 
a billion dollars on a program to 
fix the transit system, there’s got 
to be some good news somewhere. 
Metro General Manager Rich- 
ard Sarles showed good instincts 
Wednesday morning in delivering 
some of that news where it would 
be most appreciated. 

According to a statement from 
Metro, Sarles told a meeting of the 
Greater Bethesda-Chevy Chase 


Chamber of Commerce that the 
transit authority now plans to 
replace the problem-plagued bank 
of three long escala- 
tors at the entrance 
to the Bethesda sta- 
tion. 

Those escalators 
have long served as 
a convenient sym- 
bol for riders’ daily 
encounters with bust- 
ed Metro equipment. Bethesda is a 
very busy station, and the entrance 
escalators are very long. They also 
break down a lot, and sometimes 
all three are stopped at once. 

So I find two things to espe- 
cially like about today’s announce- 


ment. The first, of course, is that 
Metro plans to replace the Bethes- 
da escalators. 

“We can’t keep doing Band-Aid 
repairs and hope they will last - 
it’s time to just replace the entrance 
escalators at the Bethesda Station,” 
Sarles said, according to the Metro 
statement. 

The second good thing is that 
the general manager is highlighting 
it. Dave Kubicek, the deputy gen- 
eral manager, recently remarked 
that riders now encounter a lot of 
brown wood in the transit system, 
as Metro blocks off equipment for 
repairs. 

We need that aggressive pro- 
gram, but it can be discouraging 


to see so much of Metro torn up 
for repairs. 

Sarles, the guy at the top, is 
doing the right thing every time 
he goes out and, in effect, says, 
“We know you hate this particu- 
lar thing, and we’re going to fix it”. 
Step 2, of course, is delivering on 
the promise. 

In total, Metro spokesman Dan 
Stessel said, the Capital Improve- 
ment Program has more than 
$150 million for the rehabilita- 
tion and replacement of elevators 
and escalators. 

That’s 31 elevators to rehabil- 
itate, 144 escalators to rehabili- 
tate and now a total of 12 escala- 
tors to replace.

Capital Bikeshare will expand to 32 
new locations in the District this 
fall, growth that city officials say 
is the first major expansion of the 
program in the city since it began 
last September. 

The bike-sharing network was 
founded by Arlington County and 


the District, and has grown to 
include more than 13,000 mem- 
bers who have access to about 1,100 
bikes at 110 stations. 

The District Department of 
Transportation said the growth 
will help the program keep up 
with demand. In addition to 32 
new locations. Capital Bikeshare 
will add 265 bicycles to the system 
and expand the size of 18 exist- 
ing stations.

‘Omnivore's Dilemma' 
provides meat-eaters 
something to chew on

Michael Pollan’s 2006 book “The 
Omnivore’s Dilemma: A Natural 
History of Four Meals” examined 
the different ways Americans feed 
themselves, from grabbing highly 
processed McNuggets to hunting 
and foraging. Georgetown professor 
Natsu Onoda Power has adapted the 
best-selling book for the stage in an 
innovative show being performed 
at Georgetown University. 

It’s not your typical show; a 


jacketed usher won’t tear your tick- 
et or show you to your seat. Instead, 
“the audience comes in and is 
invited to participate in a scaven- 
ger hunt,” Power says. “There are 
small performances taking place in 
many different places in the build- 
ing, so the audience is hunting and 
gathering like Pollan is doing at 
the end of the book.” 

After about 45 minutes. Powers 
says, “we have a surprise event” 
(no, she won’t say what it is), and 
all viewers are brought to one place, 
where they watch a 45-minute 
play. “Then, the audience is invit- 
ed to have a meal with us.” Many 
of the short plays that make up 
the production have been devel-

Off stage, the students embraced 
Pollan’s lessons about avoiding pro- 
cessed foods — sort of. “We’re 
rehearsing in the school building 
and break time comes, and they 
go to the [snack] machine,” Power 
says. “They joke about it — ‘Oh, 
high-fructose corn syrup!’ Like 
Michael says, you can’t always be 
completely responsible. They’re 
still eating bad food, but they’re 
thinking about it a little bit more.”

When country crooner Porter Wagoner 
introduced a young Dolly Parton to the world 
in 1967 on his TV variety show, he knew she 
was something special.

From vintage threads to classic-rock riffs, 
D.C. rockers U.S. Royalty seem plucked from 
another era, down to the way the four-piece 
group has built its career. Rather than rush- 
ing out an album to create an Internet buzz, 
U.S. Royalty did things the old-fashioned 
way: touring and practicing relentlessly 
since the group got together in 2008. 


“It was good for us to travel around 
and play shows ana gel together as a band 
before we jumped in,” singer John Thorn- 
ley says. “We all came from different back- 
grounds and influences,” adds bassist 
Jacob Michael. (The group is rounded out 
by John’s brother, guitarist Paul Thorn- 
ley; and drummer Luke Adams.) “[But] 
after playing every day for two years, you 
develop as musicians and start thinking 
like the other person.” 

The band worked its way from house 
shows up to club dates before pausing 
last year to record a debut disc, “Mirrors,” 
which the band self-released in January. 


The record mixes Zeppelin-esque riffs 
with the swagger of the Stones and the 
pop sense of Fleetwood Mac. 

D.C.’s sound had an influence, too — in 
that the city’s music scene nurtures experi- 
mentation. “The album goes though differ- 
ent styles, and I think that could be attrib- 
uted to the fact that we never felt like you 
had to do one thing in D.C.,” Michael says. 
“You feel comfortable trying [anything].

Zinefest D.C. honors 
the broad spectrum 
of indie publishing 


Festivals 

After a week feeding your blog. Face- 
book page and Twitter stream, put- 
ting your thoughts down on paper to 
photocopy and hand out to strang- 
ers might seem a bit antiquated. Not 
for fans of zines — such as Jenna 
Brager, who organized D.C. Zinef- 
est, coming to St. Stephen’s Church 
in Mount Pleasant Saturday. 

Think of a zine as an indepen- 
dently produced mini-magazine; 
the term can apply to any self-pro- 
duced paper publication not made 
for profit. “Paper” is the key word

however, Brager says. Blogs serve 
their own ends, “but you can’t read 
a blog in the bathtub, and a zine 
has a weight and warmth that dig- 
ital media doesn’t,” she says. After 
attending zine festivals in Chicago 
and Philadelphia, Brager, 22 — who 
runs a community-service program 
with AmeriCorps at the University 


of Maryland, College Park — start- 
ed organizing D.C. Zinefest in Feb- 
ruary in an effort to rally a commu- 
nity here. More than 30 writers and 
illustrators (about a third of whom 
are based in the District) will pres- 
ent and discuss their work Satur- 
day and also lead workshops on 
such topics as zine-making and 


screen-printing. 

Presenters include the folks 
behind D.C .-based indie music zine 
Give Me Back and Chicago-based 
writer Jami Sailor, who produces 
a “perzine” (short for “personal 
zine”) called Your Secretary. The 
publications represent two ends of 
the zine spectrum: Perzines tend 
to be folded-and-stapled efforts by 
a single writer, while more estab- 
lished ones such as Give Me Back 
might have multiple contributors, 
subscribers and even ads. 

Independent zine distributors, or 
“distros,” will also be represented 
at the fest. New Jersey-based writer 
Erin Hawley, who details her experi- 
ences as a disabled person navigat- 
ing the working world in the latest 
issue of her perzine. Driving Blind, 


runs Things You Say Distro, a grass- 
roots zine distribution operation. 
From her home (and through Thing- 
syousaydistro.com), Hawley coordi- 
nates sales and trades of zines from 
all over the country. “Most distros 
probably take a loss on their sales,” 
Brager says of Hawley’s work. “But 
these are people who love zines and 
want to make sure people can get 
hold of them somehow.” 

If that sounds like activism, it is. 
“Zines embody 'the personal is polit- 
ical,”’ Brager explains, referencing 
a catchphrase from the 1970s femi- 
nist movement. “It’s not about, 'You 
should support this cause,’ or, 'You 
should vote for this person.’ It’s a 
place for people to tell their own sto- 
ries, and that has a political impact.”

‘Sarah’s Key' director 
GiUes Paquet-Brenner 
exposes a difficult 
chapter of Paris’ past

Gilles Paquet-Brenner knows the 
assumptions that accompany the 
words “French filmmaker” His 
diverse resume 
includes an Eng- 
lish-language hor- 
ror film called 
“Walled In,” and 
“Payoff,” which he 
calls the French 
version of “Bad 
Boys” But he can’t 
ignore the writing on the wall of 
the American marketplace: “When 
a French movie comes here,” he 


laments, “most of the time it is ‘art 
house’” — code for “boring.” 

His latest film, “Sarah’s Key,” is 
anything but that. Making it, Paquet- 
Brenner faced a far more daunting 
challenge: howto make a film about 
the Holocaust that wasn’t just anoth- 
er film about the Holocaust. It’s the 
inventive framework of the film — 
based on a novel by Tatiana de Ros- 
nay — that sets it apart. The story 
pivots on the little-known events 
of the 1942 Vel’ d’Hiv Roundup in 
occupied Paris, pieced together by 
a contemporary American journal- 
ist (played by Kristin Scott Thomas), 
revealing a twisting trail that even- 
tually leads back to her own life. “It’s 
a contemporary thriller,” he says, 
“with scenes of the past.” 

The Vel’ d’Hiv atrocity is also 
distinctive. Thousands of Jews were 
uprooted and detained for days in a

Stadium in the middle of Paris. Some 
died in the sweltering conditions; the 
rest were trucked off to concentra- 
tion camps. It was perpetrated not 
by Nazi soldiers but by French police. 
It’s an uncomfortable and largely 
unexplored chapter in France’s col- 
laborationist history — one Paquet- 
Brenner felt was important to share 


with international audiences. 

“I didn’t have to deal with the 
Holocaust itself I had to deal with 
the consequences of the Holocaust,” 
the director says. Paquet-Brenner’s 
grandfather was arrested by Nazis 
in Berlin and died at a camp only 
a few days later. “My grandmother 
told a story that he had poison with 


him.” Paquet-Brenner doesn’t know 
for sure how his grandfather died, 
but he chose to add a scene to his 
film in which a prisoner reveals his 
intention to die on his own terms. 

“Fiction brings a freedom,” he 
says, “where you can bring your per- 
sonal point ofview.” jared peterson

Mexican actress-turned-sing- 
er/songwriter Ximena Sariha- 
na’s new English-language debut 
album wasn’t exactly a dare, but 
it was close. 

In 2007, she scored a huge hit at 
home with the album “Mediocre,” 
attracting the attention of major 
U.S. labels. She eventually signed 
with Warner Brothers, who want- 
ed a record in English. “It was hard 
for me to say no,” Sarinana says. “It 
felt like such a challenge.” 

Though Spanish is her first lan- 
guage, Sarihana began writing 
songs in English as a precocious 


teenager obsessed with Fiona Apple 
and Bjork. She soon joined a band 
and had to retrain herself to write 
songs in Spanish. “It’s a muscle,” she 


explains. “It’s something you have 
work on. You have to read and write 
every day and just work that mus- 
cle so you get better at it.” 


The work paid off: Her new 
album, simply titled “Ximena Sariha- 
na,” is a beautifully accessible intro- 
duction to the pop star for Ameri- 
can audiences. The record, released

this month, delivers 11 inventive pop 
songs featuring both American and 
Mexican musicians. 

Each language offers its own 
lyrical challenges and opportuni- 
ties, Sarihana says. “English is such 
a cool language to write in because 


of the way it’s constructed,” she 
says. “Words are much shorter, so 
you can put more ideas into one 
line. In Spanish, there are way more 
syllables in each word, so you have 
to be very concise and really work 
on what you want to say.” 

Making her English-language 
debut also means starting almost 
from scratch as she courts Amer- 
icans. “I started out playing in 
Mexico City in front of thousands 
of people, and suddenly I’m play- 
ing a 500-seater [in the U.S.] as 
the first opening act,” she says. But 
she’s quick to add that she relish- 
es this chance. 

“To keep it fun is to keep it 
hard,” she says.

“Brokeback Mountain” Heath Led- 
ger's Ennis Del Mar broke hearts in 
this 2005 film (which lost the Oscar to

Mike Cahill is out to take sci-fi 
back. Back from big-budget blow- 
’em-ups and Burger King tie-ins, 
back from huge salaries and entire 
worlds created through CGI. His 
first feature-length film, “Anoth- 
er Earth,” which 
opens Friday, was 
filmed on a bud- 
get that makes 
shoestring look 
luxurious. 

And he doesn’t 
Cahill mind a bit. “Obsta- 

cles are the best 

gifts an artist can have,” he says, 
“because it forces you to take your 
creativity to the next level.” 

So why try sci-fi when you 
can’t afford robots or spaceships 
or battles? “Science fiction, as a 
genre, gives us such great oppor- 
tunities to ask questions about 
ourselves,” because things that 
limit the human condition — lin- 
ear time, gravity, a dearth of hab- 
itable planets — no longer apply. 
“Removing some of the rules that 
constrain us means everyone ... is 
freer to see the human condition 
more clearly.” 


The questions we ask ourselves 
and the face we present to the world 
are the focus of “Another Earth.” 
Rhoda (Brit Marling, who co-wrote 
the script with Cahill) is a brilliant 
student headed to MIT. The night 
another Earth appears in the sky 

— not an Earth-like planet, but an 
actual “Earth 2,” where everjThing 
seems absolutely identical to Earth 

— Rhoda is in a car accident that 
kills the pregnant wife and son of 
John Burroughs, a local compos- 
er (William Mapother). 


The possibility of a world where 
she doesn’t have blood on her hands 
— along with the need for forgive- 
ness in this one — slowly becomes 
Rhoda’s obsession. She befriends 
Burroughs (without telling him 
who she is), all the while looking 
to Earth 2 as a place where her big- 
gest mistake didn’t happen. 

Even though Rhoda wants 
to help Burroughs, Cahill also 
sees self-centeredness — though 
nothing mercenary — in Rho- 
da’s actions. 


“We think about ourselves all 
the time,” Cahill says. “And we 
present a version of ourselves to 
the world, and we think we’re the 
center of that world. You have your 
kids, your friends, your partner, and 
they all have a version of you that 
they see. We wanted to see what 
would happen if you could literal- 
ly sit across from yourself.” 

With Earth 2, seeing yourself 
through your own eyes becomes a 
possibility for everyone on Earth, 
but Cahill wanted to focus on one 
small story. “I think we all have 
choices we wish we would have 
done differently,” Cahill says. “And 
she’s carrying more guilt than most 
people, so hers seemed one of the 
most human stories we could tell.”

Creative Local chefs provide 
easy access to Maryland blue 
crab — no nnaLlets required 

The proud Washingtonian inside 
you hates to admit that you gave up 
on steamed Maryland blue crabs long 
ago. You’re so over all the pounding, 
cracking and picking. Sure, a crab cake 
is a fuss-free alternative (when you can 
find one minus the filler). But there are 
more inventive ways to get your next 
blue crab fix — sans the bread crumbs 
or the bleeding fingertips — such 
as Urbana’s coaxing crab and pasta 
combination. “The dish would taste 
good with regular lump crab meat,” 
says executive chef John Critchley, “but 
the blue crab gives it a sweetness and 
saltiness that overall enhances the 
dish.” 


Urbana 

“I try to make all my dishes taste Like crab cake, actually," 
jokes chef Critchley when asked why his fettuccine 
can make Locals forget all about their beloved crab 
cake. “Seriously, I Love crab because it’s so versatile." 

And his egg pasta at Urbana shows off one of 
the Maryland blue crab's more succulent sides. 

Homemade noodles tossed in a spicy crab ragout 
are topped with chili threads and marjoram. “It goes 
from the hotness of the pepper to the bitterness of the 
marjoram to the sweetness of the crab and the creaminess 
of the pasta." Skip the smaller portion ($17) and go for the 
full-plate dinner option ($22). Leftovers will be desired.

It ain’t broke, and chef Singhvi Nilesh isn’t trying to fix it. The Masala Crab 
appetizer ($12) has been on Bombay’s menu “for about 22, 23 years now," says 
Nilesh, head chef at the restaurant since 2006. He sees no need to tweak the 
popular dish, which combines onions, fennel seeds, crushed black pepper, 
turmeric powder and curry Leaves to pack the jumbo Lumps of blue crab with a 
flavorfuL punch. If your tolerance for Indian green curry is Low, approach the dish 
carefully: While the flavors are balanced, the kick of the curry can be stunning. 
“It’s about using the right proportion [of the other ingredients] to the quantity 
of crab," to ensure the crab remains the star of the dish, Nilesh says. • 815

At EL Centro, blue crab shares the 
Limelight with Jalisco shrimp. “We 
break the crab down and saute it 
right in there with the shrimp," says 
chef Juan Jose Romero, second in 
command under the tutelage of chef 
de cuisine Antonio BurelL (who holds 
the same position at EL Centro’s 
sister restaurant and neighbor 
Masa 14). Once heated through, the 
shellfish combo is tossed with corn, 
Oaxaca cheese and crema fresca 
and rolled into the restaurant’s 
Jalisco Shrimp and Crab enchiladas 
($16). Warning: Break into the 
enchiladas slowly or you’ll devour 
them and be too full to taste the 
sweet and sturdy plantains and the 
bright green cilantro-laced rice that 
accompany these rich and creamy 
shrimp-and-crab-stuffed packages.

New Spot 

After proving his chops on two sea- 
sons of “Top Chef” former Zaytinya 
chef Mike Isabella has conquered 
a real-world quickfire challenge: 
getting his first restaurant off the 
ground. Graffiato opened in June 
with all the hype of a season finale, 
and the Bravo star is working over- 
time to live up to the considerable 
expectations. “I work best under 
pressure, and this is the biggest 
time of my life,” he says. “My goal 
has always been to be a restaura- 
teur, and this is the first step.” 

Vision: “i never thought I’d 
open an Italian restaurant when 
I first started at Zaytinya,” admits 
the New Jersey native. “But once I 
got older, got married and began 
thinking about my family, I found 
that I wanted to be able to bring 
my kids to a place that remind- 
ed me of childhood.” Accordingly, 
the Penn Quarter eatery showcases 
cuisine inspired by both Italy and 
the Garden State’s seaside board- 
walk scene. 

Eats: A wide-ranging variety of 
small plates vie for your attention 
— cheese, charcuterie, veggies and 
pasta — but order the chicken thighs 
piled in Isabella’s already famous 
pepperoni sauce if you want to taste 
a reality television triumph. Soak up 
the last drops with the bread bas- 
ket ($5), which brims with polenta 
bread, focaccia and flatbread, and is 
accompanied by creamy ricotta and 
an olive oil jam that melts as soon

as it touches your lips. Keep up the 
carb loading by choosing from eight

If Isabella is 
working, order the Trust Your Piz- 
zaiolo (price varies) and he’ll cre- 
ate a one-of-a-kind pie for you. Go 
off-menu for dessert and order the 
secret zeppoles (fried dough balls), 
which are stuffed with fluffy ricotta 
cheese, coated in strawberry sugar 
and served with a chocolate-balsam- 
ic dipping sauce. 

Drinks: The beverage selection 
is just as carefully curated as the 
dinner menu.

The buzz about “Glee" actors’ going 
or staying and guest stars' arriving 
can’t nnake nne care about the once- 
Lovable series that is now 100-percent 
glee-free.

YouTube has become a library of 
human experience, with hundreds 
of thousands of people document- 
ing every moment of the minuti- 
ae in their lives. There are kittens 
dreaming, babies biting their broth- 


ers, beaux proposing — hours and 
hours of individuals calling out to 
the world, asking to be noticed. 

To wrangle YouTube into any 
cohesive story seems almost impos- 
sible: 13 million videos were upload- 
ed in 2010, the equivalent of 240,000 
full-length films each week. 

The latest attempt to create 
order out of all that chaos, the 
documentary “Life in a Day,” took 
just one particular day, June 24, 
2010, and combined footage shot

then and submitted to YouTube 
by anyone willing to participate 
in the crowd-sourced film.

The result, a slip of a movie at 
95 minutes that opens Friday in 
the United States, offers a look at 
how a strong directorial guide can 
create a story out of all the dispa- 
rate threads of life. 

In most Hollywood films, the 
emotional climax often rides in 
on a wave of good feeling, thanks 
to a stirring shot of a crowd com- 
ing together and recognizing their

common humanity. Imagine that 
and multiple it by a thousand 
crowds.

The film switches between fast- 
paced montages of the mundane — 
eating, sleeping, going to the bath- 
room — and short scenes letting the 
viewer linger on certain lives.

The breakthrough of director Molly Smith’s 
production is in fusing the making-of-America 
ethos of “Oklahoma!” — set at the turn of the 20th 
century, before the territory achieved statehood 
— to a more modern understanding of how the 
country’s composition is utterly dynamic. Thus, 
Aunt Eller (an amusingly persnickety E. Faye 
Butler) and Laurey are black; Curly is played by 
a Latino; the lead cast and ensemble include 
other actors and dancers who are white, Asian 
American and African American. 

There is going on here the application of 
rose-colored eyewear: The only suggestion 
hostility in this “Oklahoma!” of 
aside from the men who fight forXLaure^fcurly ^ 
and Aaron Ramey’s brooding farmfwid^c 
the pervasive rivalry between the farmers anc 
cowmen. Otherwise, Smith maintains on this 
evening a jaunty air, evoked most definitively by 
Rodriguez, whose Curly flashes devilish grins 
and appears for the longest time to take the 
challenging courtship of fearful, equivocating 
Laurey as a bit of sport on the range. 

His lightness of being is a useful segue as 
the first act spirals toward his smokehouse 
confrontation with Jud in the weird, mood- 
shifting number “Pore Jud Is Daid,” through 
which Curly tries to persuade his adversary 
that suicide would be an ennobling exit. Jud in 
Ramey’s portrayal is a seething menace, and 
though Jud is crucial to one of the musical’s 
motifs — the exotic sexual tensions generated 
by outsiders — Oscar Hammerstein II didn’t 
entirely solve the problem of how to give this 
creepy, unlikable character even a shred of 
humanity. 

Smith, with the help of Rodriguez and Ramey, 
at least manages to milk the self-conscious 
irony of “Jud Is Daid” so that we sense Curly’s 
beguiling ham-handedness. And set designer 
Eugene Lee comes up with an ingenious device 



for illuminating Jud’s vulgar earthiness: His dark 
lair rises out of the floor of the Fich’s theater in 
the round, as if he inhabits an easily accessible 
level of O^/ 

Thisarfcl^e carnal turmoH^onjured in Laurey’s ^ 

haunting dr^iii buillul '""Staged by Esse with 
both passion and coherence — are the only 
intimations of trouble on the Plains. The ominous 
aspects are trumped in Smith’s production by 
the sweeter ones, and so this “Oklahoma!” is 
more musical comedy than musical drama. (One 
cautionary note: Funny lines aren’t funnier just 
because they’re shouted. In fact, raised voices 
get muddier, a tendency creeping into some^ 
performances.) ^ _ 


The zany romantic triangle of Will, Ado Annie 
and Ali Hakim, the Persian traveling salesman 
who likes to peddle more than the wares on his 
cart to the local ladies, sets the dominant tone 
here. Nehal Joshi makes for a divinely enjoyable' 
Ali Hakim, infusing this genial huckster with equal 
parts charm and slyness. He’s a quintessential 
immigration story unto himself: the visitor 
who comes only to make a buck, but ends up 
stitched inexorably into the American quilt. 

That maker of other fine threads, Martin 
Pakledinaz, dresses the cast in the splendidly 
functional duds of pioneer culture, and Michael 
Gilliam’s lighting gives an ethereal pallor to Esse’s 
turbulent dream ballet. The blanket illumination 
here is of the variety that allows you to feel as 
if a landmark of the theater is making history all 
over again. • marksp@washpost.com
